W ashington, Jan. IO.— American troops today were ordered 
withdrawn from Germany. 
Secretary of State Hughes, after a lengthy conference with 
President Harding, issued orders for the prompt return to this 
country o f the American army of occupation on the Rhine. 
This force, whic h has been patroling the Coblenz bridgehead ainee th* ar- 
misfire, now numbers about 1.000 officers and men. 
Tho action of the president follows the passage by the senate of Senator 
Peed’a resolution expressing the views of the upper house that the Rhine 
forces should he withdrawn. The troops are under command of Major General 
Henry T. Allen.

Secretary of State Hughes, after a lengthy conference with 
President Harding, issued orders for the prompt return to this 
country of the American army of occupation on the Rhine. 
This force, which has been patroling the Coblenz bridgehead since the a r ­ 
mistice, now numbers about 1.000 officers and men. 
The action of the president follows the passage by the senate of Senator 
Reed’s resolution expressing the views of the upper house that the Rhine 
forces should be withdrawn. The troops are under command of Major General 
Henry T. Allen.

In opposition to the proposals contained in these bills, it has 
been claimed that by demanding I hilt the good citizen secure u 
license before carrying a gun, a license which will be granted only 
when a good reason for carrying the weapon has been submitted, 
the law will play into the hands of the crimipal who will secure 
the gun from a salesman, who will 4»e found ready to violate the 
law for the profits that may be made from his sale of weapons. 
There are grounds for such criticisms. 
Doubtless there will be 
found unscrupulous salesmen who will do just what is claimed 
they will do. To overcome this a severe penalty should he imposed 
upon the one making such a sale, a jienaity so severe that its impo­ 
sition will make it certain that one conviction will offset any gains 
thai may come from violating th# law.

The bills that arc to be presented Lo the legislature ibis week, 
for the purpose of restricting the number of those who may carry 
firearm, are framed to meet a situation that demands that a st long 
policy be pursued. 
There are many deaths in Minnesota each year that are the 
direct result of citizens going armed for attack and armed for 
defense. 
Very often nothing is gained by the man who carries 
a weapon for his defense, except, perhaps, a bullet in a vital 
part of his anatomy. 
If the criminal and the person attacked are 
carrying the same caliber weapon the issue is determined by the 
skill displayed in handling the gun, and because the criminal usu­ 
ally has more practice in its use than the person he attacks, the 
victim of the attack is the more liable to go to the hospital or the 
morgue. 
_

In opposition to the proposals contained in these bills, ii bas 
been claimed that by demanding that the good citizen secure a 
license before carrying a gun, a license which will be granted only 
when a good reason for carrying the weapon has'been submitted, 
the law will play into the hands of the criminal who will secure 
the gun from a salesman, who will be found ready to violate the 
law for the profits that may be made from his sale of weapons. 
There are grounds for such criticisms. 
Doubtless there will be 
found unscrupulous salesmen who will do just what is claimed 
they will do. To overcome this a severe penalty should be imposed 
upon the one making such a sale, a penalty so severe that its impo­ 
sition will make it certain that one conviction will offset any gains 
thai may come from violating the law. 
There is another side to this question. 
The citizen who car­ 
ries a gun, even for defensive reasons alone, invites the criminal 
who attacks him to get him first. Not many criminals, even of che 
lowest character, would shoot down a man when they believed 
that he was unarmed. 
But when so many citizens go armed, the 
criminal is forced to act on the supposition that the person he 
seeks to hold up is armed in defense, and as soon as a move is made 
the attacker’s gun pops. 
In England even the police do not carry grids, except on spe­ 
cial missions. 
They depend on their batons, and the baton in the 
hands of an English “bobby” is no mean weapon. 
Statistics may 
be investigated to find the relative number of deaths pf p*.i:j carien 
and civilians in. England, say in London, where “bobbies” do not 
ca n y guns and in Chicago where policemen do carry them. 
The good citizen gains nothing by carrying a gun unless he s 
a better shot than the criminal who commands him iv hold lip his 
hands. 
Disarmament is a good policy for Minnesotans, and it is 
for the legislature co see to it that the criminal is unable to secure 
a weapon which is denied to the good citizen who seeks it for de­ 
fensive purposes.
